2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following 
reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable 
together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other 
if they are shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention I has 
separate utility such as transmitting the drive force to the charge brushes from 
either the developing roller or image supporter without regard to whether a 
monochrome image is being formed.
